GRANITE CITY — The Hope 
Clinic for Women, which per- 
forms abortions, has put up:a 
large sign on its parking lot 
covering up a sign on an adja- 
cent lot advertising an anti- 
abortion counseling agency 

The sign was erected in mid- 
January after the clinic got Re 
mission for it from the City 
Council. The clinic is located at 
1602 21st St. 

The sign covers up a sign for 
the Pregnancy Aid Center, 
which operates a van on the 
adjacent lot where free preg- 
nancy tests are given. Pro-birth 
counseling is given at the PAC, 
as well as referrals to agenciés 
that supply medical and finan- 
cial help. * 

The PAC sign depicts an 
infant in diapers holding a ban- 
ner that says, ‘Momma, please 
save me." It is directly opposite 
the reat entrance to Hope Clin- 
ic. Only the edges of it are now 
visible. 

Susan Morton, 
director of Hope Clinic 
sign often “‘traumatized"’ 
clinie’s patients. 

“We felt, rather than have 
them be traumatized any fur- 
ther by it, we would just put up 
our own sign,"’ Morton said. 

It turns out that neither agen- 
cy got a building permit for its 
sign, according to Building 
Inspector John Jakich. 

Séter being told by a’reporter 
that a building permit was nec- 
essary, Morton checked into it. 
She said later the failure to get 
a building permit was an over- 
sight. 

She said the clinic's advertis- 
ing firm and the sign company 
that put up the sign thought ail 
that. was needed was the coun- 
cil’s permission. 

She said the clinic would pur- 
chase a building permit imme- 
diately. 

A volunteer at PAC said the 
center had no plans to replace 
its sign. 

Rena Merritt said, however, 
“We feel it must have been 
effective if they (Hope Clinic) 
had to cover it up.... It’s unfor- 
tunate: if they feel they have to 
deny the girls this type of infor- 
mation. 

“We feel (abortion) is not 
spiritually, mentally or physi- 
cally in their best interests,"’ 
Merritt said. 
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THE NEW: Hope Clinic sign almost completely covers 
up the Pregnancy Aid Center sign. A building permit was 
not issued for either sign.

WASHINGTON — A St. Loui- 
san’s previous crimes were not 
serious enough for him to get

Rehab here a test

GRANITE CITY — Paul Fisk lives right in the middle of East 
Granite, so his interest in its planned rehabilitation goes beyond 
his role as an alderman who represents many of its residents. 

At the same timie, he wants to make it clear it is the concept, 
not location, of neighborhood rehabilitation that is important. 

“There are other neighborhoods that need the same thing,”’ he 
said. ‘‘I’m glad we’re first, but hopefully we’re not last.” 

The introduction to the city plan states: ‘*Granite City cannot 
afford to use up and discard old areas in favor of new develop- 
ment. Hemmed in by natural and political barriers, it is vital to 
the city’s long-term health that it make maximum use of every 
parcel in the city. Realizing this, the City Council in June of 1989 
allotted $218,000 of its community development budget for a pro- 
gram of neighborhood revitalization. 

“Because of the magnitude and widespread nature of the prob- 
lem (of rundown neighborhoods), the plan ... proposes to target 
a neighborhood a year for concentrated effort.’’ 

Fisk, who was a vocal supporter of neighborhood revitaliza- 
tion, said he found out the East Granite néfghborhood had been 
selected for the pilot program the same time as the other alder- 
men — at a city council meeting — and stresses the aldermen’s 
role in the project is limited to supporting it with money and 
ordinances as needed. 

Because the scope of the redevelopment covers all aspects of 
the neighborhood, from streets to rooftops, the project doesn’t 
fall within an aldermanic committee. Economic Development 
Director Alan Ortbals coordinates the project and reports its 
progress and needs directly to the entire city council. 

At the same time, Ortbals also reports directly to the residents 
through public meetings. 

“We're not trying to shove our program down their throats,” 
Ortbals said. ‘‘We’re saying, ‘Let’s try it and if it doesn’t work 
we'll change it.’ ”” 

Webster School was considered the center of the neighborhood, 
something that tied the neighborhood together, until the school 
closed last spring. An agreement between the school district, 
park district, county and city will permit removal of the building 
and will turn the area into a neighborhood park. 

Fisk lives right across the street from the empty school. He 
said he is amazed at how fast the building went from school to 
eyesore. 

Broken windows are beginning to become a majority and a fire 
recently gutted the basement. Fisk said the destruction started 
almost as soon as the first article on its closing appeared in the 
newspaper. 

Right now, Fisk said, plans for the park just call for grass, 
trees and flowers. 

He said there has been discussion of adding a playground for 
small children. At some point in the future, he said, a need for 
things like basketball goals or even tennis courts might become 
apparent and adding them might be a possibility. = 

Bid specification for demolition of the school building are being 
drawn up by Public Works Director Brett Hanke and the city 
hopes to begin transforming the area into a park by the begin- 
ning of this year’s growing season. 

A lot of people have requested a brick from the Webster 
School building as a souvenir, Fisk said, and he plans to “stack 
up a couple hundred” in his driveway for those who want them. 

Another part of the project well under way is the establish- 
ment of an Operation Safe Street — a plan to eliminate through 
traffic in the neighborhood — that has been used extensively and 
successfully in St. Louis’ Central West End. 

A preliminary plan has been taken to the citizens and, accord- 
ing to Fisk and Ortbals, is meeting with general approval. 

“In St. Louis, streets were literally blocked off with barriers,”” 
Ortbals said. ‘I don’t think we have to do that. We can accom- 
plish the same kind of thing by creating some one-way streets 
and limiting turns.” 

Fisk said his wife didn’t like the idea of having to change her 
driving route to work at Granite City Steel and he would have to 
change his route to work at Schermer's Market, but he and she 
both tried it for a couple of days and discovered it was the same 
time and distance.

“It’s a matter of having to break a habit,” Fisk said. “But 
Safe Street has worked (in St. Louis), it’s cut down on crime and 
brought neighborhoods together. I think we should give it'a 
chance.” 

Since the East Granite street plan doesn’t use barriers, Ortbals 
said, it really will consist only of signs and ordinances that can 
easily be changed if they don’t work. 


The key to the rehabilitation program, Fisk and Ortbals agree, 
will be the neighborhood building inspector. Ortbals is currently 
interviewing applicants for the job. 2 

Like all building inspectors, the neighborhood inspector will 
point out what’s wrong with the residents’ houses, such as need- 
ing paint, a new roof, or new siding. 

“But he’s not going to point out a problem unless he also has a 
solution,”’ Fisk said. 

The inspector will help the resident make plans, tell the resi- 
dent about loan or grant programs available, and help fill out 
applications. 


Working with Madison County Community Development and 
other government agencies, and its own departments, the city 
plans to make sure every homeowner can afford the repairs or 
rehabilitation. = 

“T have one lady I know about in my ward who needs $11,500 
for a full rehab,” Fisk said. ‘‘Her financial situation is such that, 
under Community Development, all she has to do is live there 
five years after the repairs and the loan is out-and-out forgiven. 
I’m sure there are others that qualify for the same type of 
thing.” 

For less extensive repairs, Don Caughron of Don’s Hardware 
in Granite City is offering East Granite residents a 10 percent 
discount and free delivery.

Fisk said a lot of his neighbors have. already invested more 
money in their houses than they could ever hope to get out -of 
them if they were sold.

Since announcement of the rehabilitation plan, Fisk said, a 
neighborhood group has begun to form.

“Eventually, I think it will be a group along the lines of the 
Downtown Neighborhood Restoration Society, hosting differént 
events,” Fisk said. ‘‘Maybe raise money for flowers or equip- 
ment for the park.”’

Bids sought 
third time 
for bridge 


The Illinois Department of 
Transportation will make a third 
attempt March 23 to get an 
acceptable bid on the massive 
second phase of improvements 
to the Poplar Street Bridge.

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Social Security is building 
trust funds for your future 


By Bill Hunot 
Social Security Administration 


Q. I am alarmed that I pay 
more in Social Security tax now 
than I pay in income tax. How is 
this money invested? How much 
does Social Security make on its 
investments? 

A. Social Security’s trust funds 
now own about $155 billion in 
assets. Any money not used for 
payment of current benefits is 
invested in U.S. government 
securities. 

That means the government 
borrows the money, promising to 
repay it later with interest. 

Social Security gets the same 
rates of interest as other inves- 
tors. Depending on the date of 
issue, interest rates on Social 
Security’s currently held securi- 
ties range from 8.375 percent to 
13.75 percent. 

In 1990 the funds will earn 
$16.3 billion in interest. 

Social Security taxes in 1990 
are higher than needed to pay 
benefits. And that trend will con- 
tinue for several years. 

Building up the trust funds 
now will help pay benefits in the 
future when only two workers 
pay into Social Security for 
every person receiving benefits. 

Q. When I signed up for Social 
Security I was told I would have 
to file an annual report early 


this year. What is it and how do 
I do it? 

A. Annual reports must be 
filed by all Social Security bene- 
ficiaries who were not fully 
retired in 1989. According to 
Social Security’s retirement test, 
you were fully retired if you did 
not earn more than $6,480 for 
those under age 65, and $8,880 
for people age 65 and above. 

Your report must be filed by 
April 16. But don’t confuse it 
with filing your income tax 
return 

Filing your tax return with the 
IRS does not take care of your 
annual report to Social Security. 

Social Security usually has to 
withhold some benefits from peo- 
ple who are not fully retired. 
For most retirees in 1989, $1 
should have been withheld for 
every $2 earned above the retire- 
ment test. 

The purpose of the annual 
report is .to make sure Social 
Security paid you the correct 
amount in 1989. 

If you were age 70 or older for 
all of 1989 you do not have to file 
an annual report. The retirement 
test does not apply to people age 
70 and above.- 

Disabled people do not file 
annual reports either, because 
they are required to make differ- 
ent reports.

A. It’s not too late. Contact 
Social Security and ask for a 
Form 7008, Request for Correc- 
tion of Earnings Record. 

Fill it out, attach a photocopy 
of the W-2 form showing t 
missing earnings and mail it to 
the address shown on the form. 
Your local Social Security office 
can provide any help you need.

The career of Barbara Stan- 
wyck, who died Jan. 20, is not 
likely to be equaled in ‘today’s 
Hollywood. 

To see how far movie crafts- 
manship has fallen in today’s 
marketplace, one need only see 
Bette Midler’s ‘‘Stella,’? Touch- 
stone Pictures’ current cost-ef- 
fective, dramatically underde- 
veloped remake of ‘‘Stella 
Dallas’’ (1937, Nelson Enter- 
tainment, $14.98),), and com- 

re it to Sam Goldwyn’s lav- 
ish; heart-breaking original, 
which earned Stanwyck the 
first of her four Oscar nomina- 
tions. 

When she accepted the Amer- 
ican Film  Institute’s Life 
Achievement Award in 1987, 
Stanwyck credited director 
Frank Capra with teaching her 
how to act before the camera. 
None of the early 1930s Stan- 
wyck-Capra collaborations are 
available on video yet 

But the later ‘“‘Meet John 
Doe’’ (1941, Warner Home Vid- 
€0, $14.95) is. Stanwyck plays a 
cynical reporter. who, in 
eahoots with an evil capitalist 
played by Edward Arnold, 
helps sell naive Gary Cooper to 
the public as the benevolent 
head of a corrupt ‘‘goodwill”’ 
drive. Of course, Stanwyck falls 
in love with Cooper along the 
way, dropping her skepticism 
and absorbing his idealism. But 
this is no fluffy comedy where 
everything turns out happily 
ever after. 

One of Capra’s darkest films, 
‘‘Meet John Doe” retains its 
stinging social commentary 
today, in marked contrast to 
the director’s more optimistic 
“It’s a Wonderful Life,’’ which 
he made five years later. 

Stanwyck is best remem- 
bered as the quintessential 
tough dame, and she was never 
tougher than as the adulterous 
temptress in Billy Wilder's 
‘“‘Double Indemnity’’ (1944, 
MCA Home Video, $29.95). 
When Wilder first offered her 
the role of James M. Cain’s 
scheming murderer in this clas- 
s! film, Stanwyck Responded: 
“I love the script and love 
you, but I’m a little anal 
after all these years of playing 
heroines, to go into an 
out-and-out cold-blooded killer.’’ 
Wilder retorted, ‘‘Well, are you 
a mouse or an actre ’ The 
result was another Oscar nomi- 
nation for Stanwyck. 

The versatile actress also 
was skillful at comedy, where 
her’ take-charge ersona 
delightfully reversed e usual 
formula of aggressive male- 
passive female romance. Stan- 
wyck starred in two bona fide 
serewball classics, both wacky 
variations of fairy tales. 

Howard Hawks’ ‘‘Ball of 
Fire” (1941, Nelson Entertain- 
ment, $14.98), from a script by 
Billy Wilder and Charles Brack- 
ett, is a takeoff of ‘‘Snow White 
and the Seven Dwarfs" with 
Stanwyck as a nightclub enter- 
tainer who hides out from mob- 
sters with seven stuffy acade!

$29.95) uses Stanwyck as a not: 
so-innocent Cinderella — she’s 
a card shark — whose Prince 
Charming (Henry Fonda) is a 
solemn heir to a beer fortune 
who's only interested in snakes. 
Says Fonda, ‘‘Snakes are my 
life.” Cracks Stanwyck, ‘‘What 
a life."” 

Stanwyck’s final Oscar nomi- 
nation came for ‘‘Sorry, Wrong 
Number’’ (1948, Paramount 
Home Video, $49.95), an adapta- 
tion of a radio play about a 
bed- ridden millionairess who 
learns over the telephone that 
someone’s planning to kill her. 
Stanwyck’s Synauiic perfor- 
mance proved she could be 
great without, even getting out 


At the 1978 Academy Awards 
telecast, William Holden paid 
tribute to the actress for help- 
ing him in his first picture, 
“Golden Boy” (1939, Goodtimes 
Video, $9.95), about the boy 
from ‘the wrong side of the 
tracks who has to make a 
choice between being a violinist 
or a boxer. Stanwyck plays a 
tough cookie who answers the 
question, ‘‘Who's girl are you?” 
by snapping “I’m my mother’s 
girl.

‘Stanwyck’s legacy| Music Box’ benefits 
from acting, theme 


“The Music Box’ (***) is a 
compelling courtroom drama 
with an unyielding political 
theme. 

Jessica Lange stars as Ann 
Talbot, an attorney in Chicago 
who defends her Hungarian 
immigrant father, Mike zlo, 
played by Armin Mueller-Stahl, 
against charges that he commit- 
ted atrocities during World War 
II. U.S. Attorney Jack Burke, 
played by Frederick Forrest, 

S accused Laszlo of falsifying 
immigration documents after the 
war. 

Lasrio’s papers listed him as‘ 
clerk in the Hungarian police. 
Burke has evidence that shows 
Laszlo to be a brutal, sadistic 
and inhuman mass executioner. 

“The Music Box” is crammed 
with familial encounters between 
Ann and her father, as well as 
with Michaei Rooker, who plays 
Karchy, Ann’s quick-tempered 
brother. Lukas Haas appears as 
Ann’s son Mikey, who adores his 
grandfather and cannot imagine 
he is guilty of the charges. 

If you enjoy courtroom war- 
fare, you'll love ‘‘The Music 
Box.’’ Lange’s character skillful- 
ly discredits witnesses’ memo- 
ries and political reliability. She 
is able to raise legitimate doubts 
throughout the trial, even going 
so far as to bringing up a con- 
viction for drunken driving 
against Burke. It has nothing to 
do with the merits of his case 
against her father, but it is a 
maneuver aimed at embarrass- 
ing the prosecutor. 

When the trial scene shifts to 


Budapest, Hungary, the intensity 
of this film increases from an 
already compelling level. A 
final, important eyewitness and 
a mysterious stranger with new 
documents seem to enable Ann 
to finally close the case in her 
father’s favor. 

But throughout “The Music 
Box,’’ there’s a feeling that 
eventually dear old dad is going 
to get nailed) Although it may 
seem to you like I’m giving 
something away, I’m not. 

Just watching the first hour of 
this motion picture will make it 
readily evident what is really 
going to eventually happen. The 
only questions are when and 
how. 


The film was directed by Con- 
stantine Costa-Gavras and writ- 
ten by Joe Eszterhas. The two 
collaborated in 1988 on a film of 
a similar genre called 
“Betrayed 

“The Music Box"’ is attention- 
grabbing and well-acted, espe- 
cially on the parts of Lange, 
Forrest and Mueller-Stahl.
